Sir: 


In checking the purchase of silver made by the Department it sometimes occurs that the 
full amount of a purchase made at the close or about the close of a quarter is not all delivered 
within the quarter, and as the amount of each purchase is entered upon the records of this Office 
as of delivery on the day upon which your return is made, it is difficult to check the same with 
your accounts. 


I have therefore to request that in future, in case the entire amount of the purchases within 
the quarter is not delivered, that you will render a return of the amount delivered and taken up in 
your accounts for the quarter, and a separate return for the balance that may be due upon its 
delivery, stating upon it that it is the balance due upon the purchases of such a date. By doing 
this it will avoid much trouble and annoyance in checking the amount of the purchases of such a 
date.
